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COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

Artarerxves was agaia performed yesterday eveniog. Miss 
Austin’s fine soprano voice is heard to much greater advantage 
now that this young lady has conquered ina great {measure the 
nervousoess ever attendant on the first performances of a débu- 
tante; her voice is not so powerful as Miss Wilson’s, but stronger 
and with less sweetness than Miss Stephens’s. She bas the capa- 
bility of reaching the upper Ewith clearness. The higher range 
of notes she sustains with as much fullness and strength as any 
vocalist on the English stage. Her middle tones are round ond 
sonorous, those which are termed the lower range are not dis- 
tinguished by any marked character ; her recitative she is not at 
present sufficiently at bome in, which is the more surprising as few 
professors are better acquainted with the importance'of effective- 
ness in this respect than her instructor, Welsb, who was formerly 
very great in vocal declamatory. 

In some quarter there appears to be a disposition to deny ability 
to Miss Austin, but, knowing some little of Mr. Welsb, we enter- 
tain a conviction tbat did bis pupil not possess much more than an 
ordinary run of capabilities, Le would not have brought her fore 
ward at soearly a period. Her most even effort in the character 
of Mandane, may be considered to be, ‘‘ Fly soft ideas, fly,” while 
“‘ The Soldier Tir’d,” is decidedly the most powerful aad effective. 
Mr. Borrani must prove a source of anxiety to Mr. H. Phillips, io 
future he will not be the only effective barytone on our Stage. 
Mr. Borrani’s execution of the celebrated song,‘‘Thy Father away,” 
is a fine specimen of declamatory vocalization ; there is, however, 
rather too much redundancy in his action. Mr. Harrison is manly 
aud energetic in his singing ; be gains much applause; his exe- 
cution of the popular song, ‘* Water parted from the sea,” is a 
bold effort of genius. The oftener we hear Madame Vestris in 
Artaxerzes, the more we are enchanted; she gives “‘Io Infancy,” 
witb greater pathos, sweetoers, and fidelity of expression, than any 
vocalist on or off the stege. Patter v. Clatter, and Naval En- 
gagements were the afterpieces.
